TROOPS ARE RUSHED 
T0 HANKOW BY BRITISH

SHANGHAI, China, Aug. 6.—(UN) 

British troops stationed in Shanghai 


were rushed up the Yangtze river te; 
by steamship today to re-| 
'inforce the foreign forces at that cen- 
| tral China port, reported menaced by 
' Chinese communist bands. 


Hankow 


The United States forces at Han- 


| kow and in that vicinity, some 600 
miles up the Yangtze, in the heart of 


the troubled area, were believed suf- 
ficient at present to protect American 
are lying off the bund in the river at 
interests there. 

A number of American gunboats 
Hankow and can put landing parties 
ashore if necessary to protect Ameri- 
cans and their property. 

The British contingent included 150 
men and officers from the Green How- 
ards, a crack regiment. stationed in 
Shanghai most of the time since the 
crisis in the spring of 1927. They 
left on the steamship Suiwo for 
Hankow. 

Another detachment of 50 men from 
the same regiment was ordered to 
proceed to Hankow within 24 hours. 

On Warship. 

The British soldiers will be quar- 
tered on board the British warship 
Cumberland, ready to land in the event 
of an emergency. 

The United States has the fourth 
regiment of marines stationed at 
Shanghai. They have been here since 
March, 1927. 

The foreign forces patrolling the 
Yangtze valley have concentrated at 
Hankow, on the north bank of the 
river, but the river gunboats, compara- 
tively small craft, able to navigate in 
three feet of water, continued to keep 
in close touch with Kiukiang. 90 miles 
below Hankow toward Shanghai. 

Kiukiang was believed the point in 
most danger of new attack. It is on 
the south bank of the river, and more 
accessible to the infantry and mounted 
communist bandit “armies.” 

Kiukiang, however, is a compara- 
tively small town, with few, if any, 
foreigners remaining at present. For- 
eign gunboats, however, continue to 
remain in that vicinity to protect 
foreign property there, chiefly British. 

Passengers in airplanes on _ the 
Hankow-to-Changshah service reported 
villages west #@f Kiukiang were in 
flames. 

Nanking reported government troops 
had reached Hankow, reinforcing the 
local garrison there, and that confi- 
dence was restored. Chinese gunboats 
have joined the fleet of foreign war- 
ships in the river. 

The Japanese were reported to have 
eight gunboats at Hankow, while four 
destroyers were due at Shanghai to- 
day from Japan to aid in the river 
patrol. The British have two war- 
ships at Hankow and others in the 
vicinity, while three French vessels 
were among the foreign vessels stand- 
ing off the bund. 

Italians Move.

One report said Italian gunboats | 


were proceeding up the river above 
Hankow, attempitng to locate and sub- 
due marauding bands of the Chinese 
communists. 

Meantime, Shanghai was interested 
in a report from Nanking that Gen- 
eral Chiang Kai-shek, founder and 
head of the national government at 
Nanking, had offered his resignation 
to the state council. 

The report came‘in a telegram from 
the Nanking branch of an American 
firm in Shanghai. 

Previous reports had said the 
Shanghai bankers demanded the suc- 
cessful termination of the present war 
by the end of this month. They were 
said to have threatened to refuse fur- 
ther financial support to Nanking if 
Chiang Kai-shek could not meet this 
demand and control the country. 

The report of the president’s resig- 
nation was not confirmed in other 
sources in Shanghai.

Revision of Constitution 


Urged by Professor Lutz 


Changes Necessary Be- 


fore Adjustment of Sys- 


tem Can Be Had, Tax 
Expert Declares. 


Changes in the constitution of Geor- 
gia, described by him as “a fearful 
and wonderful thing,” are necessary 
before a full and complete revision of 
the state’s system of revenue can be 
had, Professor Harley L. Lutz, Prince- 
ton University economist, who has 
been employed by Govegnor Hard- 
man\to make a two-month survey of 
Georgia’s tax system, declared in a 
statement issued at the capitol Wed- 
nesday. 

“The requirements that 
property (in the constitution) be 
taxed at the same rates as other 
property,” Lutz said in his statement, 
“is impossible to apply and its pres- 
ence in the constitution leads to eva- 
sion on the part of property owners 
with the knowledge and consent of 
the tax officials. This demoralizing 
situation must remedied by elim- 
inating the uniform rule and author- 
izing the use of modern methods of 
taxing intangibles.” 

While Professor Lutz, who out- 
lined the scope of his work and some 
of his objectives before the Georgia 
Tax Revision Association, formed at 
Macon Tuesday, is making a survey 
of the tax problem, D. P. Miller, 
member of the New York firm of 
Searles, Miller & Company, organi- 
zation specialists, will make a _ sur- 
vey of the state’s financial structure 
and of its administrative organiza- 
tion.

His 
itinerary then will take him via the 
Philippines and the East Indian Ar- 
chipelago to India.

The former prosecutor charged Alex- 
ander Berkman, editor of an alleged 
radical newspaper, presided over the 
gang. This brought Edwin McKen- 
zie, attorney of Billings, to his feet, 
shouting and-court was recessed for 
lunch without giving Cunha an op- 
portunity to explain. 

Cunha also said Billings had ad- 
mitted to him he had only told “part 
of his story” of the bombing, which 
killed ten persons and injured 40.“ 

This brought the demand from Mc- 
Kenzie that Billings be brought to 
court immediately from Folsom pris- 
on to hear and “answer the testi- 
mony. 

Chief Justice Waste announced seri- 
ous doubt had arisen as to the au- 
thority of the court to bring Billings 
here and that the court and wit- 
nesses may go to Folsom prison to 
hear the prisoner.

various sources. Furthermore, the 
department has no intention of get- 
ting rid of the services of a single 
clerk or carrier in the future.” 
4 “This survey was not undertaken 
with the view of carrying out an 
economy program  in_ postoffices 
throughout the country, but simply 
and solely for the purpose of placing 
the postal service on a sound and 
practical business basis with uniform 
methods of operation in force at each 
of the offices. The department is do- 
ing absolutely nothing which is not 
done in all successful industrial insti- 
tutions. We merely want to accom- 
plish the greatest good for the great- 
est number.”

As ‘Social Industry’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6—(A)— 
American aviation was pictured todzy 
by Clarence M. Young, assistant sec- 
retary of commerce for aeronautics, 
as settling to bedrock to rear a solid 
industry. . 

Returning from a month's inspec- 
tion tour which took him to the Pa- 
cifie coast, he commented that “the 
gold paint at last has been erased 
from commercial aeronautics.” 

“Free from this handicap,” he said, 
“civil aviation stands today as a young 
industry with a brilliant future in 
store, provided the path of progress 
follows the same economic course that 
has led the older industries to success. 

“While this year will provably be 
the worst that commercial aeronau- 
tics has experienced, nevertheless, it 
will be the best from the standpoint 
of re-establishing the industry upon 
a firm foundation.” 

He found the industry to be suffer- 
ing from the general business depres- 
sion but “with no greater discourage- 
ment among firms and _ operators 
established soundly than in other lines 
of business.”

Bernhardi. 

With the death of General 
| Bernhardi, who wrote in 1912 a book 
/ entitled “Germany and the Next 
| War,” a figure has departed whose 
name was on everybody's lips at the 
outbreak of the war. In Germany 
itself the book excited so little in- 
terest that when foreign newspapers 
later pointed to Bernhardi as one of 
the instigators of the World War, this 
assertion was greeted with derision. 
German “realists” rejected the volume 


as a lot of old fashioned nonsense and 
advised the general-author to stick to 
his hussars and barrack-room’ exer- 
cises. Still, there were some inter- 
esting passages in the volume. For 
instance where the general holds forth 
on the Christian religion and declares 
that there never was such a war-like 
religion in the history of mankind. 
Because of this warlike character Von 
Bernhardi thought it a good religion 
for the German people and indirectly 
for the betterment of humanity. Such 
theories for the improvement of the 
human race held by a chief of the 
general staff of the Tenth army, were 
really a novelty in the outside world. 
Yet on the title-page of his book he 
inscribed a citation from Nietzsche, 
which conflicts directly with his rec- 
ommendations of Christianity: ‘“‘War 
and heroism have accomplished more 
great things than love of one’s neigh- 
bor. Not pity but courage has hither- 
to saved the miserable. What is good 
in this world? To be courageous in 
battle is good.” The Germans may 
at one time have derided Von Bern- 
hardi’s influence upon events, never- 
theless, they recognize today that the 
hodge-podge .of superman philosophy 
and religion was instrumental in giv- 
ing the German people an altogether 
false notion of its mission in the 
world. Such men as Bernhardi were 
the propagandists who were encour- 
aged by the general staff to foster the 
idea of war as a necessity for Ger- 
many and the world upon the emi- 
nently peaceful populations of the 
Reich. They had their way in the 
end. The people paid the price and 
still struggle with the effects of the 
great disillusionmenht. 


Last New 
World. 


The idea most of us have about 
Siberia is that it is a land of isola- 
tion and death. The earlier Russian 
novelists have made us familiar with 
trains of exiles that run for days and 
weeks even through endless snow- 
fields and monotonous forests, to be 
lost at last in the depths of Asia. 
The czars simply left their political 
prisoners to shift for themselves, con- 
vinced that nobody could find the way 
back anyway from Siberia. Towards 
the close of the last century, it seems, 
the conviction grew with some people 
that Siberia was something more than 
an immense prison-camp. But it took 
the great war and the subsequent up- 
heaval in Russia, when red and white 
armies fought over. that territory, 
when Americans set on the Pacific 
shore and Englishmen in Murmansk, 
to bring the realization home that 
Siberia was indeed an unexplored and 
unexploited treasure house. Otto Hel- 
ler, a Moscow journalist has just 
published a book in Germany which 
he calls by the significant title of 
“Siberia, a New America.” The fer- 
tility of the soil in all manner of 
minerals is so rich, we learn, that all 
data which we possessed on that score 
give but a fragmentary and incom- 
plete glimpse of the reality.

The expedition of 
the Krassin into the northern ice 
sea was a first attempt to discover 
the possibility of a northern passage 
to India. “No heroics are wanted 
from you,” the soviets told the ex- 
plorers, “find us a passage from Eu- 
rope to Asia.” The author of the 
book above mentioned took part in 
that expedition. He thinks-the day 
will come when a fleet of commercial 
steamers will pass up and down on 
the top of the world. 


The Eternal 
Habsburg. 


There is an old French chanson, 
which was frequently sung by the 
people in the days of the revolution. 
It begins with the words: “When 
will we end that damned story of the 
kings?” The song comes to mind these 
days as rumors fly thick and _ fast 
about a coming restoration of the 
Habsburg monarchy, in the person of 
Archduke Otto. This young man, who 
is now studying in Louvain has been 
coached for the king-job by his moth- 
er, the ex-Empress Zita. Next No- 
vember he will be 18 and the mother 
thinks the time has come to end the 
Hungarian regency and give her boy 
the throne of his father, Charles. 
These are the simple facts, buf there 
is so much international intrigue and 
wire-pulling involved in the scheme 
that Europe is getting nervous about 
the matter. In Czecho-Slovakia a 
newspaper came out the other day 
with a story that Mussolini was go- 
ing to loan Otto some soldiers to 
stage a come-back in November. The 
Czechs, of course, are not’ very 
anxious about a Habsburg restora- 
tion. Their country, now a repub-

What About the Income Tax. 

The last assembly adopted the Boy- 
kin net income tax, but so tangled 
it with restrictions. and exemptions 


as to largely decimate what it should 
normally produce in revenue. 

A state income tax should be levied | 
impartially upon the net iscome of. 
every person in the state over and. 
above a reasonable allowance for cost 
of living or doing ‘business. By that 
system the rate of tax can be kept 
low and unburdensome to the mass 
of the citizens. It can be graduated 
in proportion to larger incomes, indi- 
vidual and corporate, and as it does 
not touch capital, but only profits 
and that not onerously, it proves to be 
an eminently fair. pervading and 
easily paid and collected tax. 

An income tax, properly graduated 
and levied without demagogic deduc- 
tions, would easily produce $4,000,000 
in Georgia every year no richer tian 
this one, and with no hardship on

It Digs Up Intangibles. 
One of the strong arguments for 
the income tax is that it has proven 


in other states to be the easy way to 
bring such intangibles as money, 
stocks, bonds, notes and other evi- 
dences of profiteering investments 
onto the tax digests. 

When the rate of tax upon such in- 
struments of profit is made reason- 
able the users and owners of them 
would rather return them fairly and 
pay the tax than to take the trouble 
and chances of tax-dodging. 

That is especially the case where 
the income tax law makes those eyvi- 
dences of profiteering void and wun- 
collectable, the same as usury, unless 
tax paid. 

There is probably a billion dollars 
of intangibles in Georgia that could 
be made to pay taxes under a reason- 
able income tax law,

Mexico Saves $350,000,000 
in Foreign Obligations— 
1929 Wheat Cost $1.24 
Per Bushel to Raise— 
Trust Companies Make 
Huge Gain in Past 
Year.

“Mexico, having arranged her pub- 
lie debt in New York, starts her third 


attempt in ten years to pay her way | 
in the international field. 


Big concessions were made to Mexi- 
co by the foreign bond holders. Back ; 
interest, defaulted for several years, ; 
was practically wiped out. 

Past arrears, including interest on 
both government and railway debts, 
totaling $348,796,000, are to be paid 
at the rate of $18,000,000 a year, 
which is to be accumulated out of an- 
nuities in the next few years. In 
addition to the interest cancellation, 
about, $21,000,000 of the principal 
was thrown off for good measure. 

So the Mexican delegation, led by 
Luis Montes De Oca, came out of the 
conference with $350,000,000 less of 
foreign obligations than when they 
went in. The theory being, as one 
writer puts it, “That half a loaf is 
better than none.” 

To make it binding, the new ar- 
rangement must be ratified by the 
Mexican congress and accepted by the 
bondholdgss by the first of the year. 


With her foreign debt out of the 
way, Mexico has now a_ splendid 
chance to re-establish her credit in the 
eyes of the world. 

Whether she will or not, time only 
can tell, 


How much does it cost to raise 
wheat? It depends upon the yield 
per acre, and the cost of putting in 
an acre of wheat. Divide the te- 
tal cost by the number of bushels, and 
you have it. 


The department of agriculture esti- 
mated that it cost $1.24 to raise a 
bushel in 1929. Up to the time of 
the hot wether, two weeks ago, the 
crop was expected to be about normal. 
If so, the cost per bushel might not 
have exceeded one doliar. But the 
scorching weather has changed all 
that. Now it makes the cost almost 
as much in 1930 as in 1929. 


But with farmets receiving 68 or 
69 cents a bushel on the farms, the 
situation is anything but favorable. 

Incidentally, the farm machinery 
companies are spending plenty of time 
these days on their eredit books. 
Thousands of individual pieces of ma- 
chinery, sent out on consignment to 
be paid out of this year’s crop, and 
being returned to the factories and 
warehouses. 


When the purchasing power of the 
farmer drops, it affects everyone who 
deals directly with him, farm ma- 
chinery companies especially. 

It looks now as though the wheat 
and corn farmers will have to wait 
_ae 12 months for a piece of 
uck, 


An unmistakable drift toward trust 
companies is everywhere evident, in 
New York particularly. 


_ Who would have dreamed that dur- 
ing the last 12 months—in a year of 
declining prices and uacertainties—

“Since ‘I will not shoot except in self-defense,” he says, “it follows 
that any shooting I do is legally and morally right.’ 


Having thus tried and acquitted 


himself in advance, he has fortified 


himself with the same state of mind that justifies the sheriff and the 
soldier who shoot in the name of duty. 
But unwittingly he has given himself license to kill when killing is 


not necessary. 
He is ready to invite trouble. 


Consciously or unconsciously, he looks for an opportunity to de- 


fend himself. 


His state of mind is more belligerent than that of an unarmed man. 
Where he would retreat or speak softly if he had no gun, he now 


Stands his ground and speaks boldly. 


He dares more than he normally would dare. 
He taunts and baits his adversary, deliberately tempting him to ‘“‘start 


something.” 


In Short, because he feels secure and is willing to “defend himself’ 
by shooting, he deliberately makes an opportunity to defend himself. 
He becomes a killer solely because he has a gun to kill with. 


Of the quarrels that now result 


in homicide, not one in ten would 


terminate in anything more serious than fisticuffs if none of the bellig- 


erents carried pistols. 


We are fast becoming a nation of killers because we go armed to kill, 
; And there is no hope for better things until we learn to recognize the 
gun toter” as one willing to do murder, and therefore as one to be 


despised and abhorred as snakes are.

TO TOBACCO FAILS | 
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pound. Heavy sales and good prices 
were in evidence today. 

Hahira was alsa optimistic with a 
prevailing average price of an im- 

roved grade of tobacco of 20 cents. 
There was some tobacco, however, that 
maintained the low prices of last 
week. Hahira’s sales were heavy. 

More than 200, pounds of to- 
bacco was on the floor of the ware- 
house at Waycross Wednesday when 
the auction opened. Sales were heavy, 
quality better and prices improved. 

A Thomasville report said about 50,- 
000 pounds was on the floor when the 
warehouse opened for business and the 
average price was around 13 cents. 
One quality at Waycross brought an 
excellent price of 24 1-2 cents per 
pound but others went down to 7 
cents and 10 cents per pound. 

Offering on the Adel market were 
heavy with enough tobacco on the 
floors to provide a full day’s selling. 
No material change in the prices since 
yesterday with better grades of tobac- 
co selling from 18 to 28 cents. Grow- 
ers seem to have decided not to rush 
the market by putting all their weed 
on the floor at once time and are go- 
ing about the business of marketing 
the remainder of their crop in an or- 
derly and systematic way, selling only 
a portion of it at the time. 

A total of 190,342 pounés of bright 
leaf tobacco was sold on the floors of 
the two warehouses in Quitman, 
bringing an average price of 14.78. 
The highest average reported this sea- 
son was from Quick’s tobacco ware- 
house who averaged 16.04 for Wed- 
nesday’s sale. 

Warehousemen are urging growers 
to bring their weed in immediately as 
it is believed that the peak of the 
season has been reached. 

Offerings on the Douglas bright leaf 
tobacco market continued heavy. Sales 
at the three warehouses yesterday 
totaled 693.672 pounds for an average 
price of 12.92 cents per pound, with 
a cash value to the farmers of $79,- 
642.42 


CONTINUED LOW PRICES 
CREATE DISSATISFACTION. 
LUMBIA, 8. C., Aug. 6. 
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for tobacco and dissatisfaction of 
farmers featured the news from the 
South Carolina bright leaf belt Wed- 
nesday. 

Average prices appeared to be un- 
der 10 cents, for a grade slightly su- 
perior to that which on the opening 
days of last year brought nearly 14 
cents. 

Indications were that after Tues- 
day’s openings, farmers were with- 
drawing their weed in hopes of high- 
er prices later. 

The South Carolina Tobacco Grow- 
ers’ Co-operative Marketing Associa- 
tion advanced to members on the basis 
of a slightly higher average than of- 
fered independents on the auction 
floors, officials said. The association 
did not estimate the number of pounds 
it handled. Its receiving stations were 
reported busy throughout the day. 

That sales aggregating approxi- 
mately 2,000,000 pounds of tobacco 
at an average price of 9 cents were 
made on the opening day was indicat- 
ed Wednesday by tabulation of re 
ports from 14 of the state’s 16 mar- 
kets. 

The price average was 5 cents less 
than the average paid on opening day 
a year ago when about 3,000,000 
pounds were sold at auction. 

Mullins Reports 9-Cent Average. 

Mullins, largest market in the state, 
reported sales of 350,000 pounds at 
an average of 9 cents: Lake City, 
next largest, had 320,000 pounds at 
an 8-cent average while 'Timmonsville, 
third market in size, had 200,000 
pounds at 9 cents. 

Manning claimed the highest unof- 

ficial average, reporting the sale of 
150,000 pounds at 12 cents. 
_ The seven North Carolina markets 
in the South Carolina belt appeared 
to have commanded a better average 
than the South Carolina markets. 

Reports from Fairmount, ‘Tabor, 
Lumberton and other North Carolina 
points indicated an average price of 
11 cents a pound. Sales approxi- 
mated 1,325,000 pounds as compared 
with 1,500,000 a year ago. 

A complete tabulation of the North 
Carolina prices, however, may lower 
‘the average to a level of the South . 
Carolina markets. 

At Columbia, J. W. Shealr, com- 
missioner of agriculture, received a 
reply from the federal farm board to 
a telegram sent last week asking for 
action in the low price situation. 

The reply, signed by George B. 
Travis, acting secretary of the farm 
board, said in part: 

“May I say in reply that the farm 
board is lending its aid in every way 
possible under the terms of the agri- 
culture marketing act in the organi- 
zation and development of the new 
South Carolina Tobacco Growers’ 
Marketing Association and any grow- 
er who desires aid from the farm 
board can receive it by joining the 
association.”

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FARM BOARD FAILED 
IN PURPOSE-HESTER 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 6—()— 
In his detailed annual report, issued 


today, Colonel H. G. Hester, secre- 


tary of the New Orleans cotton ex- 
change, said the question as to wheth- 
er stabilization or the natural ups and 
downs of the world’s markets is bet- 
ter for the farmer and consumer is 
in a fair way of solution through par- 
ticipation of the federal farm board 
in the market. ; 

“The appointment of a senate’ com- 
mittee, which met in December to in- 
vestigate alleged overspeculation 
in a market which was suffering 
from want of speculative confidence, 
had no influence,” Secretary Hester 
said. “This was followed later on by 
the operations of the government 
farm board, which, in its attempt to 
check the downward course of val- 
ues entered into a huge speculation, 
taking, it is stated, upward of a 
million and a quarter bales, to be 
held off the market until such time 
as it may deem proper to sell. 

“Whatever may be the result of 
the farm board’s effort to help the 
market in the future, the fact re- 
mains that it has appeared to have 
had no influence on market ‘values 
thus far as the season closes at the 
le\.est point, the average July value 
of middling, seven-eighths-inch staple, 
in the ten designated markets show- 
ing a decline of 6.08 cents a pound, 
or, say, more than $30 a bale. 

“Naturally individual speculators 
are averse to competing with the 
government and what, with the con- 
stant interference by congress and 
the operation of the farm board, the 
l'fe of speculation or investment has 
been more or less stifled: How far 
the farm board might have bene- 
fitted values, however, had not other 
infl ences tended to offset their ef- 
forts, is problematical. Low prices 
for silver, rubber and other basic ar- 
ticles the world over, the upset at- 
fairs in India, troubles in China and 
unfavorable conditions elsewhere 
abroad, have all tended to reduce the 
world’s purchasing power.

This is the calculation just sent to 
the National Academy of .Sciences «by 
Professor Wilhelm De Sitter, Univer- 
sity of Leyden, Holland, based on the 
velocities of spiral nebulae, or island 
universes, as measured by the Mt. Wil- 
son Observatory of the Carnegie Insti- 
tution of Washington. 

Professor De Sitter, one of the 
world’s foremost mathematician-as- 
tronomers, whose name is commonly 
linked with that of Einstein, is. an

Professor De Sitter speaks of a) 
“still Very mysterious lamba which is 
a measure of the inherent expanding 
force of the universe.” 

Thé spiral nebulae upon “whose be- 
havior the calculations are based are, 
at the closest, approximately a million 
years away from the earth, or the 


distance that light moving at 186,000 


ch 


miles a second would cover in a mil- 
lion years’: They have been observed 
to be receding with enormous veloci- 
ties. They are believed to be inde- 
pendent universes, comparable in mag- 
niture to the universe of which the 
milky way is the center and the sun 
with its planets an insignificant unit. 

Any actual numbers arrived at, 
Professor De Sitter points out, must 
be considered only rough approxima- 
tions. He does not make his calcula- 
tions in miles but in parsees, one par- 
sec being approximately 200,000 times 
the distance between the earth and 
the sun.

ARE UNWORRIED 
BY WAR THREAT 


Do Not Believe Majors 


Will Force Trouble 
But Are Ready. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—(#)—The 
“big” minor leagues—the American 
Association, the International league 
and the Pacific Coast league—will go 
to war with the American and Na- 
tional leagues over the universal draft 
question, if they have to, but their 
members do not think it will be neces- 
sary. 

Walter Hapgood, general manager 
of the Montreal club of the Interna- 
tional league, and chairman of a joint 
committee to recommend the sthree 
Class AA leagues’ course of action, 
last night said that representatives 
of the groups did not believe_ the 
major leagues will “go back on the 
agreement made at Kansas City in 
1921, by refusing to carry on player 
relations after December 1.” 

Hapgood also said that it was uni- 
versally felt among the members of 
the big minor groups that the trouble 
over the draft question would be 
cleared up, but that they would “go 
it on their own” if the major leagues 
carried out their threat to sever play- 
er relations unless the universal draft 
is accepted. 

Members of the committee appoint- 
ed yesterday, Hapgood. Oscar J. 
Smith, president of the Toledo Ameri- 
can -Association club, and Charles 
Graham, vice president of the San 
Francisco club of the Coast league, 
said the three leagues were as much 
interested in the renewal of the Na- 
tional agreement—a pact between the 
Class AA leagues and other minor 
leagues of lesser ranking—as in the 
major league draft ultimatum. 

The National agreement expires in 
September, and before it is renewed, 
the big minors wish a revision in the 
voting lineup. Hapgood pointed out 
that the International, American as- 
sociation and Coast league, had the 
biggest investments, but are outvoted 
by the smaller circuits. Under the 
National agreement, it would be pos- 
sible for the small minors to vote the 
Class AA loops into acceptance of the 
draft. 

All three leagues have agreed to 
ignore the major league draft ulti- 
matum until it becomes necessary to 
take action in their own interests. 
If the majors do-sever player relations 
after December 1, it is likely that 
the Class AA leagues will go out to 
compete with the former on the open 
markets.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 6.—() 
Their interest whetted by vigorous 
state-wide campaigns by the candi- 
dates and fiery editorials by the 
press, some 200,000 democrats are 
expected to record their reactions in 
tomorrow's biennial primary. 

They will choose nominees for jun- 
ior United States senator for both 
the long and short terms and for 
governor, while the republicans have 
only the contest for governor be- 
tween C. Arthur Bruce, Memphis, 
and Harry T. Burn, Sweetwater, in 
their state-wide primary. 

Popular interest in the democratic 
primary, as usual, centered in the 
race for governor. Governor Henry

candidates for the nomination for 
the two-year term, have visited every 
nook and cranny of the state. 

The long-term senatorial contest, 
between Cordell Hull, veteran fourth 
district representative in congress, 
and Andrew L. Todd, Murfreesboro 
capitalist, has been a heated one. The 
other contestant, David W. Dodson, 
of Nashville, said he had no hope of 
election. A plurality nominates. 

Senator William E. Brock, of 
Chattanooga, serving out the term 
of the late Senator L. D. Tyson, 
seeks to return to the senate for only 
the short term, from November to 
March. He is opposed by Dr. John 
R. Neal, of Knoxville. ,
